DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Claims 46 - 55; 58 - 67; and 70 - 79 are allowed. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
2. Prior art taken either singly and/or in combination, does not teach or disclose a data 
processing method as recited in independent claim 46, a data processing apparatus in 
independent claim 58, and a program product executed on a data processing system as recited in 
claim 70 with the following features: 

Claims 46, 58, and 70: 

Migrating business applications to a modern environment wherein transaction object 
methods are placed into a graph, including the predecessors of business applications, 
transaction objects, and business objects making up said transaction object methods; and 
determining from said graph, legacy business applications which provide data and 
business objects needed for performing said transaction object methods in the modern 
environment. 



The closest prior art is White, U.S. Patent 5,428,782, which discloses a system and 
method for enabling a plurality of computers to cooperatively process applications such that the 
execution is transparent to the users regardless of the location, employing a map service to create 
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maps for the application panels; but the White invention does not migrate legacy business 
applications to a modern system without user intervention wherein transaction object methods 
are placed into a graph, and then determining from the graph the legacy business applications 
that provide data and business objects needed for performing the transaction object methods in 
the modern system. 

Thus, all remaining claims 47 - 55; 59 - 67; and 71-79 are also allowed. Original 
claims 1 - 45 have been cancelled as well as claims 56, 57, 68, 69, 80, and 81.
